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TEAR BOMBS USED TO RESCUE 
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JUDGE FROM ARMED LUNATIC 


Threatened by Madman With Pistols Detroit 
Jurist Calmly Writes Letter Until 
Police Arrive. 


By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, March 2.—Calmy sit- 
ting on the bench in the Wayne 
County circuit court room and 
writing a letter, Judge ¥red &§. 
Lamb of Cadillac, Mich., spent 
nearly half an hour this morning 
waiting until policemen could 
rescue him from the menace of 
two pistols leveled at him hy a 
madman. 


His assailant, Roy A. Wynkoop, 
46 years old, a carpenter r2leased 
only three months ago from the 
Michigan psychopathic. hospital at 
Traverse City, finally was subdued 
by tear gas bombs and a tuliet 
in the left arm. He is in recei,ing 
hospital charged with assault with 
intent to kill.

CURE FOR LEPROSY EXPECTED 
TO BE FOUND ON CEBU ISLAND 


New Hospital Now Being Built 

Said to Have Exceptional 
Chance for Research. 

By the Associated Press. 

MANILA, March 2.—A new lep- 

rosorium is being built on the 

island of Cebu which some scien- 

tists believe will lead to a victory 

over leprosy, one of mankind's 

oldest and most dreaded afflic- 

tions. 

Philippine leprologists are cer- 


tain the new hospital will result 
in important discoveries about the 
disease. The problem of conta- 
gion, that is, why the disease in- 
fects one person and misses oth- 
ers, never has been explained. 
Cebu being a relatively small 
island, where there is little shift- 
ing in the population, the new lep- 
rosorium will enable the scientists 
to make a close study of these two 
matters for the first-time. This 
has not been possible at Culion, 
the big leper colony in the Philip- 
pines, because with virtually every 
patient brought there the disease 


has been in progress for some 
time, and also the patients there 
come from many parts of the 
islands and the conditions under 
which they contracted leprosy can- 
not be investigated accurately. 


The Cebu leprosorium was made 
possible through the generosity of 
Eversly Childs of New York City.

Appearance With Symphony

appearance as guest conductor at 
the Odeon at 3:15 p. m. today. 

For this farewell concert the 
Spanish maestro has chosen 4 pro- 
gram which offers German, French 
and Spanish music and which pre- 
sents for the first time in St. Louis 
two characteristic Spanish num- 
bers—the “Pola Gitana’ or Gypsy 
Dance of Tomas. Breton, and the 
Prelude to “The Wedding of Luis 
Alonso” by Giminez. 

The former is a characteristic 
dance of markedly Oriental origin, 
presenting those haunting melodies 
which came to Spain from the 
Near East. “The Wedding of Louis 
Alonso” is a zarzuella, or Spanish 
musical play, and the prelude is 
characterized by a genuine Spanish 
atmosphere. Giminez was one of 
those composers whose melodies 
are easily assimilated by the people 
and already the airs set forth in 
this prelude are in the process of 
adoption into Spanish folk-music. 

Bach’s Brandenberg Concerto in 
G major for violins, violas, violon- 
cellos and basses opens the pro- 
gram—a work in which Senor Ar- 
bos achieved one of the most dis- 
tinguished successes of his visit 
here. The other German composer 
represented is Wagner, whose 
“Tannhauser”’” overture brings the 
Program to a close. 

From the French came the “An- 
imal Carnival” of Saint-Saens, in 
which the music, with delightful 
humor and at times a biting satire 
presents portraits from a remark- 
able zoo which contains among 
other things pianists and critics. A

Czech who is associate conduc- 

tor of the Detroit Symphony 
Orchestra, is to appear as guest 
conductor of the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orchestra's Sunday concert 
of March 10.

ITH three months interven- 
W ing before the eleventh sea- 

son of municipal opera opens 
on Monday night, June 3, paid and 
unpaid officials of the Munidpal 
Theater Association are swinging 
into activity so that the 1929 cycle 
can get off with arush. While the 
executive branch of the associa- 
tion studies any number of operas 
to select the two or three vacant 
placed in the year’s repertory, the 
technical staff, consisting of the 
new stage director, Fred A. Bish 
op; the new musical director. Vite 
torio Verse, and their several as- 
sistants, is busily engaged in train- 
ing the 210 local boys and girls 
who have been admitted to the or- 
Zanization’s chorus school and 
from among whom the 1929 chorus 
of 100 will be chosen. Since the 
chorus is an outstanding feature of 
the Municipal] Theater productions, 
the public is more than casually 
interested in the training schoel's 
supervisors. 

While tn engaging Bishop and 
Verse, the association made a 
change from last year’s stage and 
musical directors, Bishop supplant- 
ing Alonzo Price and Verse taking 
the places of Leon Rosebrock. 
neither of the 1929 directors is a 
newcomer to the municipal opera 
work. Bishop was general stare 
director in 1921, the third year 
that al fresco musical productions 
were given tn Forest Park. Verse 
came to St. Louis last summer to 


direct the orchestra during the 
final week of the tenth season, 
when “Aida” was produced. Pre- 
viously Verse had ~ wiejded the 
baton in the pit of the Municipal 
Theater in 1924, when “Aida’ was 
first produced oh the Forest Park 
stage. 

Bishon is one of 
known stage dire: 
been associated with many 
country’s foremost musical 
ducers and has had no en 
ertory Opera experience. 
native of Boston and started his 
theatrical career playing a minor 
role in a musical comedy, “Win- 
some Winnie,” and it was in that 
piece that he first visited St. Lowi. 
at the old Olympic Theater. He 
spent only a shert time as an ac- 
tor, turning to executive work and 
serving as stage manager for 
eling attractions sponsored 
Klaw & Erlanger.

He came to St. Louis in 1916 as 
stage director of the old Park Op- 
era Company, which held forth at 
the Park Theater, later renamed 
the Pershing.

Fight Over Licensing Picture Transmission on Waves 
Now Used for Entertainment Pressed 
Before Radio Commission. 


By THOMAS STEVENSON, 


WASHINGTON, March 2.-—-The 
Federal Radio Commission is try- 
ing to decide definitely whether to 
permit television, or transmission 
ot pictures, in the broadcasting 
band. (It has forbidden such use 
of the broadcast band after pres- 
ent television licenses expires, ex- 
cept for experimental transmission 
between 1 a. m. and 6a, m..). 

radio Corporation of America 
engineers, who have done consid- 
erable research on picture trans- 
mission, are opposed to television 
in the broadcasting band. They say 
resultant interference would more 
than overbalance service rendered. 

A number of television com- 
panies and broadcasting. stations 
strongly favor pictures within the 
band assigned for broadcasting en- 
tertainment and instruction. They 
assert that development of tele- 
vision demands it. It is impossible 
for television to progress along 
normal lines unless an audience can 
be found for it, they say. It is only 
in the broadcasting band that there 
is an audience. 

Here are the questions involved: 

‘1. Whether such’ broadcasting 
can be accommodated within a 
10-kilocycle band, which is the 
width of the band allowed for 
broadcasting music or speech, 

““:. Whether such transmission 
will result in undue interference 
with broadcasting by other stations. 

“3. Whether there is any gen- 
eral public interest in having such 
transmission take place in the 
broadcasting band rather than in 
the high-frequency band.” 

“It is possible to accommodate 
pictur@ transmission within a 10- 
kilocycle band,’ ’according to Radio 
corporation engineers, “provided 
the picture is transmitted at a mod- 
erate rate of speed, and not too 
Sreat detail is required. 

“The 10-kilocycle band will ac- 
commodate a 6000-cycle modula- 
tion. . This means that 5000 varia- 
tions from black to white may be 
transmitted in one second. There- 
fore, if the entire picture is to be 
transmitted in one second, it can- 
not have more than 5000 black dots 
and 5000 white dots. This would 
correspond roughly to one square 
inch of ordinary newspaper half- 
tone picture. If a picture of great- 
er detail is to be transmitted, more 
time must be taken if the 10-kilo- 
cycle band is not to be exceede4. 
This is also the case if more than 
one square Inch of picture is to be 
transmitted. 

“That is assuming that no syn- 
chronizing frequency is sent out by 
the transmitting station. If such 
frequency is transmitted, to have 
the picture receiver and picture 
transmitter running in synchronism 
or remaining in step (a necessary 
procedure)—then part of the 10- 
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kilocycle channel must be allowed 
for transmission of this synchroniz- 
ing frequency, which would mean 
less available for the picture. 

“The question whether picture 
broadcasting can be accommodated 
on a 10-kilocycle band, therefore, 
cannot be answered without some 
knowledge as to what sort of*pic- 
ture is to be transmitted and how 
quickly. 

Wide Band Required. 

The case is quite clear with re- 
gard to television. We may state 
quite definitely that commercial 
television cannot be accommodated 
within a 10-kilocycle broadcasting 
band. It is true that experiments 
in transmission of crude and simple 
objects have shown that e 10-kilo- 
cycle band would suffice for their 
transmission. It Is even possible to 
obtain a very crude reproduction of 
the human face within this band 
width. 

However, commercial television 
involves transmission of subjects 
in which the public will be vitally 
interested, which have general en- 
tertainment of educational value, 
and particularly the transmission 
of moving objects. For example, 
commercial television would  in- 
volve transmission of the faces of 
at least two characters in a spoken 
play, or of a single human face 
With at least the detail used in 
newspaper pictures, and preferably 
more detail. 

“Impartial and serious engineer- 
ing, as well as commercial con- 
sideration, has led to the belief 
that the very minimum band of 
frequencies which may be occupied 
by television in which any public 
interest of lasting proportions may 
be expected to be aroused would 
cover a width of 50 kilocycles (that 
is, a carrier with two 25 kilocycle 
side bands), and that with the the 
expected development of the art 
within a few years the band occ- 
pied would be 100 kilocycles. 

Say 100 Kilocycles Needed.

a reasonable degree of fidelity, a 
single side-band of 23 kilocycles, 
corresponding to a channel width 
of 46 kilocycles. is reauired. (There 
ig only 10 Filocycles between 
broadcast statins.) 

“From the entertainm stand- 
point, it is necessary to ansmit 
at least the faces of two actors. 
In motion picture practice, most of 
the dramatic situations require at 
least twe human beings, and these 
are generally rendered as close-ups 
or semi-close-ups. Similarly, in 
television, we are interested, for 
entertainment, in transmission of 
a close-up of the heads of two ac- 
tors. Since the transmission of a 
closeup requires a channel of 46 
kilocycles, it follows that the 
transmission of two heads will re- 
quire $2 kilocycles. So our recom- 
mendations to the Engineering Di- 
vision, at a meeting last fall to 
discuss the allocation of the fre- 
quencies above 1500 kilocycles, 
strongly urged bands 100° kilocy- 
cles wide for television transmis- 
sion. (This would wipe out 10 of 
96 broadcast channels). 

“It is clear that if transmission 
of a picture or television will vc- 
cupy a band greater than 10 kilo- 
cycles it will cause interference on 
other channels. It is scarcely 
likely that any serious experiment- 
ing in television will be content to 
limit himself to the crudences of 
image which can be obtained with- 
in a 10-kilcycle band, and it is in- 
evitable that attempts will be made 
to transmit images of greater de- 
tall or of more complicated mato- 
rial. 

“Therefore, eel if the experi- 
menter shovld be permitted to 
start off with a transmission sys- 
tem that contains filters which 
would prevent transmission of any- 
thing greater than a five-kilocycle 
modulation, it would be only nat- 
ural to expect that sooner or later 
the desire for producing better re- 
sults will occasion the removal of

“From the listener's standpoint, 
interference is any objectionable 
noise which he may hear upon his 
receiver. It is certain that the 
noise produced by picture trans- 
mission or television is objection- 
able to a listener. The sound, ip 
a speaker, is an irregular tone or 
rattle, which the average listener 
might attribute to trouble in his 
set, induction from the power lines, 
amateur interference, or any of the 
other possible sources of noise 
which he is accustomed to combat. 

“It is believed that public inter- 
est is in the direction of having no 
transmission within the broadcast 
band other than sound transmis- 
sion. A man who has bought a 
broadcast receiver has bought it for 
the purpose of listening to pro- 
grams for their entertainment or 
educational value, to be heard from 
his speaker. Any use of a broad- 
casting channel for the purpose of 
transmission of material which his 
receiver is not equipped-to receive 
constitutes a reduction in the serv- 
ice value of his set. 

“It may be said that by addition 
of a few parts to his receiver he 
can equip himself to receive these 
new fields. It will be necessary for 
him to buy equipment, at first, sole- 
ly from the concern broadcasting. 
There has been no general stand- 
ardization of synchronizing fre- 
quencies or hine frequencies. ‘The 
number of lines per inch in pie- 
ture or image. The listener would 
be In the position of having one 
channel of his receiving equipment 
rendered useless, unless he bought 
apparatus from the particular man- 
ufacturer who was financing the 
broadcasting of pictures or televi- 
sion. 

“The case is otherwise on the 
high-frequency bandas, particularly 
those assigned to visual broadcast- 
ing. 

We may expect the art ta de- 
velop along the lines analogous to 
that of the illustrated newspapers 
and the motion picture art, or, 
with sound accompaniment, along 
the lines of conventional theatrica) 
entertainment, or transmission of 
events of public interest. 

It is not necessarily true that the 
audience interested in transmission 
of music will care for picture 
transmission or television. 

“If the public is Interested in 
buying picture or television receiv- 
ers, and if commercial interests 
are desirous of setting up a service 
along those lines, it will be possible 
to develop better service, with far 
leas interference with sound broad- 
casting, if visual broadcasting 
service is placed in those bands 
above 1500 kilocyclea which have 
been recommended. If this is done, 
then standardization can be 
worked out at a reasonable and 
thoughtful pace, and the art wil!
